Frank was spirited from the state prison last night at ten o'clock and carried more than 


one hundred miles from there over country roads in automobile by mob of seventy-five per- 
sons in eight cars. 


' Body was discovered after eight o'clock this morning. Had been dead for .two hours. 


No shots iired into body, simply hanging from limb with hands cuffed in front of body. Old 


wound in neck, cut by William Green last month, torn by rope. Prisoner was bare-footed, 
had on only prison pants and shirt. No member of mob yet apprehended.
